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WE  CRITIQUED  OUR  OWN  COIN  SHOW 
by  Gienna  Hauger-VJNt7A 

The  1990  coin  show  of  the 
Fish  Bowl  Wooden  Nickel  Coin  Club 
was  held  on  June  10th.  As  is  our 
usual  won't,  the  next  few 
meetings  have  been  spent  mulling 
over  every  single  aspect  of  the 
show  to  see  where  it  might  be 
improved.  I am  sure  every  coin 
club  goes  through  this  same  sort 
of  self-examination. 

The  first  item  seemed  to  us 
to  be  the  date.  I think  the 
FBWNCC  has  used  every  summer 
month  in  its  24-year  history.  In 
past  years  we  felt  that  we  would 
have  tourists  attending  if  the 
show  was  in  July  or  August. 
Attendance  reports  showed  that , 
although  we  did  get  a few  distant 
attendees , the  numbers  did  not 
warrant  that  tourists  be  our  main 
concern.  We  knew  fron  past 
experience  that  the  4th  of  July 
was  not  a good  time  — there  are 
just  too  many  other  things  to  do, 
especially  up  here  in  the  lakes 
and  woods  of  Northwestern 
Wisconsin.  Nor  is  August  a good 
month  as  the  whole  town  is 
involved  with  Crazy  Days , 
Summerfest,  Lions  Club  events, 
etc . , etc . 

So  — we  voted  to  set  the 
show  on  June  10th,  and,  wouldn't 
you  know,  four  of  our  best 
workers  had  conflicts  of  which  we 
were  not  aware;  also,  that  was 
the  same  date  as  the  show  at  Rice 
Lake,  which  most  of  us  in  the 
club  attend. 


Thus,  we  learned  two  things: 
check  dates  with  each  menber  of 
the  club  and,  2,  find  out  when 
clubs  within  a 50-mile  radius  are 
having  their  shows  so  there  is  no 
conflict  there. 

Dealers  were  notified  and 
several  came  to  the  show. 
Feedback  from  than  regarding  the 
best  time  for  a show  indicated 
they  felt  that  we  should  at  least 
try  a Fall  date.  More  dealers 
could  attend  them  as  there  are 
fewer  shows  during  that  season. 
This  plan  will  be  put  into  effect 
in  1991. 

So  we  had  a date;  our 
treasurer  paid  the  deposit  on  the 
Siren  Ccxnmunity  Center  meeting 
room;  tlie  gold  coin  to  be  raffled 
(a  1/10  oz.  Gold  Eagle)  arrived 
and  was  stored  at  the  bank. 
Bourse  charge  remained  at  $15. 
per  table. 

Tickets  were  printed  for  the 
raffle,  and  each  member  took  ten 
to  be  sold  at  $1.00  each.  We  set 
up  the  work  sheet  with  all  jobs 
listed  and  each  member  signed  up 
for  at  least  one  job. 

In  1989,  we  had  changed  the 
coin  show  hours  from  9-5  to  9- 
4 with  the  auction  at  3 p.m. 
After  the  1990  show,  we 
considered  that  1991  hours  would 
be  frcan  10-4,  with  doors  opening 
for  dealers  at  8 a.m.  It  makes 
the  day  awfully  long  to  arrive  at 
around  7j  a.m.  and  work  until  5 
p.m.  as  most  members  are  Senior 
Citizens.  However,  it  was  felt 
that  a shorter  day  is  not  really 
advantageous  to  dealers  who  may 
be  driving  long  distances  to 
attend  and  who  want  as  long  a day 
as  possible. 
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The  day  of  the  show  arrived 
and  it  was  beautiful.  Doors  were 
unlocked  at  7 a.m.  All  moribers 
worked  all  day.  Next  year  we 
must  have  shifts  so  we  can  get 
away  to  rest  and  eat  our  dinner. 
r«tost  workers  settled  for  the 
cookies  and  coffee  we  had  there 
for  sale. 

Eighty- seven  people  signed 
in  and  attendees  were  frcxn  18 
towns  plus  Siren.  Dealer's 
business  was  brisk;  the  auction 
was  a success;  the  gold  coin  was 
won  by  a member's  daughter. 

We  can  now  put  the  1990  show 
behind  us.  At  the  next  month's 
meeting  we  must  decide  on  the 
date  for  the  1991  show. 

1991  will  see  the  Fish  Bowl 
Wooden  Nickel  Coin  Club 
celebrating  its  25th  Anniversary. 
This  fact  is  an  added  incentive 
to  try  to  ensure  the  "perfect 
show" . 


CANADIAN  MINT  ANNOUNCES  CHANGES  TO 
PUBLIC  TOURS 

As  of  January  28,  1991,  it  will 

make  3 changes  to  public  tour 
operations  at  it  Ottawa  and 
Winnipeg  facilities:  1)  Public 

tours  will  continue  but  will  be 
offered  only  during  the  period  of 
peak  demand,  fran  the  2nd  week  of 
May  to  August  31  inclusive.  2) 
Tours  will  remain  guided  at  the 
Ottawa  facility  for  security 
reasons  while  in  Winnipeg  tours 
will  be  unguided  but  supplonented 
with  the  use  of  audio  equipment . 
3)  An  admission  fee  of  $2.00  per 
person  will  be  charged  (Special 
rates  will  be  established  for 
families  and  groups.  In  1990  sane 
75,000  people  took  a 1 hour  guided 
tour  of  the  Mint's  Ottawa 
operations  while  55,000  people  took 
the  tour  in  Winnipeg.

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Color  in  Small  Size  United  States  Paper  Money 

By  Dave  Hunsicker  - WNWA 


Many  foreign  countries  use  colors  in 
their  paper  money  to  identify 
denominations.  It  has  been  considered 
in  this  country  as  well  as  some  type  of 
"touch"  identification  for  the  blind. 
These  ideas  are  still  on  the  drawing 
board. 

The  Treasury  Seal  is  a 
distinguishing  feature  of  American 
currency.  In  one  form  or  another,  it 
has  appeared  on  every  piece  of  paper 
money  issued  by  the  Treasury 
Department  since  1862.  (The  first  3 
issues  of  the  Fractional  Currency  are 
without  the  Seal). 


The  Seal  appears  in  several  different 
colors;  it  may  be  red,  gold,  green, 
yellow,  or  brown.  From  the 
viewpoint  of  collecting,  the  color  of 
Seal  used  makes  a distict  variety  out  of 
a given  note.  Two  notes  may  be 
otherwise  similar  in  all  respects,  such 
as  design,  year  and  signatures  and  yet 
differ  in  the  color  of  the  Seal. 


Red  Seal  --  signifies  United  States 
Note  issued  in  denominations  of  $1, 

$2,  $5,  and  $100.  The  notes  began  with 
Series  1928  and  ended  with  the  Series 
1966-A  $100  note.  The  $1  note  is 
unusual  in  the  fact  that  it  was  issued 
only  in  one  series  (1928)  and  it  was 
principally  released  in  Puerto  Rico 
more  than  20  years  after  the  note  had 
been  printed.  The  $100  note  was  the 
first  to  bear  a re-design  of  the 
Treasury  Seal  — English  inscriptions 
replaced  the  Latin  legend. 

Gold  Seal  --  signifies  Gold 
Certificate  issued  in  denominations 
of  $10,  $20,  $50,  $100,  $500,  $1000, 
$5000,  $10,000,  and  $100,000.  The 
notes  began  with  Series  1928,  however 
the  issue  was  short-lived  as  the  Gold 
Reserve  Act  of  1933  required  the 
surrender  of  all  gold  certificates.  A 
change  came  on  April  24,  1964  when 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  C.  Douglas 
Dillion  signed  an  order  removing 
restrictions  on  Gold  Certificates.  The 
$100,000  note  was  never  issued  for 
circulation,  but  was  used  for 
transactions  between  Federal  Reserve 
Banks. 

Blue  Seal  - signifies  Silver 
Certificates  issued  in 

denominations  of  $1,  $5  and  $10.  The 
notes  began  with  Series  1928  and  ended 
with  Series  1957-B.  The  earliest  small 
size  silver  notes  were  redeemable  for 
"One  Silver  Dollar"  or  the  appropriate 
number.  Eventually  the  wording  was 
changed  to  "One  Dollar  in  Silver".  In 
March  1964,  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Treasury,  redemption  in  silver 
dollars  was  halted,  and  on  June  24, 
1968  redemption  in  silver  bullion  was 
also  discontinued.  There  were  2 Seal 
color  variations  for  silver  certificates  - 
- Hawaii  overprint  (brown)  and  North 
African  Invasion  (yellow). 

Green  Seal  - signifies  Federal 
Reserve  Note  issued  in 

denominations  of  $1,  $2,  $5,  $10,  $20, 
$50,  $100,  $500,  $1000,  $5000  and 
$10,000.  The  notes  began  with  Series 
1928  and  continues  to  be  the  note  of 
circulation  today.  Early  notes  were 
redeemable  in  gold,  however,  this  was 
halted  with  the  1933  Gold  Reserve  Act. 
The  first  appearance  of  the  $1  note 
came  with  Series  1963  when  the  Silver 
Certificate  was  eliminated.  The  $2  note 
began  with  Series  1976  as  a 
commemoration  of  the  U.S. 
Bicentennial.  There  are  12  Federal 
Reserve  Banks,  each  identified  by  a 
black  seal  and  letter  designation  (A 
thru  L). 

Yellow  Seal  - signifies  the  North 
African  Invasion  Note  issued  in 
denominations  of  $1,  $5  and  $10.  The 
notes  were  normal  Silver  Certificates 
with  blue  serial  numbers,  but  with  the 
yellow  Treasury  Seal.  When  U.S.  troops 
hit  the  beaches  of  North  Africa  in  1942 
to  begin  the  advance  into  Axis-held 
Europe  from  the  south,  this  special 
currency  was  issued  to  the  troops 
which  could  be  easily  identified  and 
demonetized  in  the  event  of  military 
reverses  and  the  capture  of  large 
quantities  of  cash.  The  $1  was  issued 
with  Series  1935-A,  the  $5  in  Series 
1935-A  and  the  $10  in  Series  1934  and 
1934A. 


Brown  Seal  - There  were  3 varieties 
of  notes  with  this  color:  Silver 

Certificates  issued  in  denominations  of 
$1,  $5,  $10  and  $20,  were  overprinted 
with  "Hawaii"  in  small  letters  on  the 
front  and  large  letters  across  the  entire 
back.  These  notes  were  issued  during 
World  War  II  in  case  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  would  be  lost  to  the  enemy, 
then  these  identifiable  notes  could  be 
declared  obsolete. 

Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes  in  the 
small  size  were  an  emergency  currency 
issue  authorized  March  9,  1933  to 

inject  cash  into  the  economy  to  combat 
heavy  withdrawals  from  the  Federal 
Reserve  System  in  the  first  months  of 
that  year.  These  notes  were  printed  on 
currency  stock  prepared  for  the 
regular  Series  1929  National  Currency 
with  overprints  of  several  elements. 

National  Currency  Bank  Notes  in 
small  size  were  issued  from  July  1929 
to  May  1935.  The  Series  date  is  1929. 
More  than  14,000  "Home  town"  banks 
across  the  U.S.  issued  large  and  small 
size  notes  with  their  names  imprinted 
on  the  front.  This  money  was  backed 
by  U.S.  bonds  deposited  with  the  U.S. 
Treasury. 

Both  the  Brown  Seal  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  Notes  and  the  National  Currency 
Bank  Notes  were  issued  in 
denominations  of  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50  and 
$100. 

It  can  be  seen  that  we  have  had  colorful 
money,  although  many  of  the  above 
notes  have  been  long  out  of  circulation. 
We  are  also  fortunate  that  all  official 
U.S.  currency  ever  issued  is  still  legal 
tender  today.

This 
includes  denominations , serial  numbers  and  total  number  of  notes 
produced.  A summary  for  the  face  value  of  each  note  issued  is  included, 
as  is  a listing  for  the  total  number  of  notes  printed.  Official  figures 
for  all  notes  still  outstanding  are  listed. 

Both  the  bank ' s name  as  printed  on  the  note  and  the  bank ' s charter 
number  are  listed,  as  is  a concise  history  of  each  bank.  Rarity  ratings  are 
given  for  the  notes  fran  each  bank  on  a 1 (for  commonest  issues)  to  6 
(rarest)  scale.  Each  has  also  been 
assigned  a rarity  rating  fran  1 to 
10.  Valuations  in  the  three  most 
conmon  grades  of  preservation.  Very 
Good , Very  Fine  and  About  Uncircu- 
lated are  listed  as  well. 

"Current  valuations  and  rarity 
rating  for  more  than  100,000  notes 
fran  over  10,000  note-issuing  banks 
that  were  in  operation  between  1863 
and  1933  conprise  this  mammoth  work," 
said  Roger  Case  (publisher  of  the 
Krause  Publications  Numismatic 
Divison).  It's  a body  of  information 
that  has  taken  the  most  knowledgeable 
minds  in  the  hobby  a lifetime  to 
compile.  This  wealth  of  information 
makes  this  volume  an  invaluable  aid  - 
the  last  word,  if  you  will  — to 
collectors  of  National  Bank  Notes  in 
the  1990 's.

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1991  PROOF  DOLLAR  CXX-MEMORATES  175th  ANNIVERSARY  OF 
IHE  FIRST  STEAMSHIP  ON  THE  GREAT  LAKES 

(Ottawa,  January  25,  1991)  The  Royal  Canadian  Mint 
today  launched  the  1991  ccmnemorative  proof  dollar 
and  "launched"  is  the  operative  word  because  the 
theme  of  the  new  coin  ccxnmemorates  the  175th 
Anniversary  of  the  launching  of  the  steamer 
FRONTENAC  on  Lake  Ontario  in  Septai±)er  of  1816. 

The  FRONTENAC  played  a leading  role  in  the  intro- 
duction of  the  steam  technology  to  the  Great  Lakes 
region  and  in  the  development  and  expansion  of  in- 
land coTimerce  in  Upper  Canada.  Its  construction 
was  initiated  by  a partnership  of  merchants 
in  1815.  By  1817,  the  FRONTENAC  took  up  passenger  and  freight  service  on 
her  regular  route  between  Prescott  on  the  upper  St.  Lawrence  and  Kingston, 
Ernes town,  Newcastle,  York  (now  Toronto) , Niagara  and  Burlington  on  Lake 
Ontario,  thus  beccming  the  first  Canadian-built  steamship  to  operate  on  Lake 
Ontario.  She  remained  in  service  until  1827. 

The  reverse  shows  the  FRONTENAC  passing  at  Gibraltar  Point  Lighthouse  on 
Toronto  Island.  It  bears  the  inscription  "1816  FRONTENAC  1991"  and  "CANADA 
1991  DOLLAR"  at  the  bottom.  The  coin's  designer  in  Ontario  artist  David  J. 
Craig  who  has  also  created  the  motifs  for  the  1990  and  1984  proof  dollars 
(Henry  Kelsey  and  Toronto  150th  Anniversary)  as  well  as  the  1989  gold  $100 
coin  honoring  Sainte-Marie  Among  The  Hurons. 

The  new  coin  is  among  the  Mint ' s most  intricately  engraved  issues  in  recent 
years.  From  the  details  in  the  ship's  rigging  to  the  cracks  in  the  rocks  of 
a small  island  in  the  foreground,  the  design  demonstrates  a high  level  of 
artistic  flair  and  technical  precision:  "Rendering  the  rigging  on  the  ship's 
masts  was  very  challenging  because  the  finest  lines  if  not  properly  done  can 
break  up  during  the  production  of  the  tooling.  This  new  coin  offered  all  of 
these  challenges  but  I think  we  have  met  them"  said  Ago  Aarand,  Director, 
Art  and  Master  Engraver  at  the  Mint. 

Having  a ship  motif  on  this  year's  proof  dollar  is  appropriate  for  two 
reasons.  First,  it  recognizes  a major  event  in  early  navigation  of  Canadian 
waterways.  And  second  because  feedback  from  our  collectors  has  demonstrated 
the  popularity  of  ship-related  thanes.  The  mintage  is  limited  to  orders 
received  before  December  31,  1991.

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VORU)  WAR  II  GI  JEEP  TORNS  50

Because  of  it's  unique  place  in  the  history  of  World  War  II,  I have 
designed  a souvenir  wooden  nickel  depicting  the  50th  anniversary  (1940- 
1990)  of  the  GI  Jeep  in  that  world  conflict. 

Yes,  the  Jeep  that  helped  win  World  War  II  — that  flat  fendered,  flat- 
hooded  classic  that  served  valiantly  in  the  deserts  of  North  Africa,  in  the 
jungles  of  the  South  Pacific,  on  the  cold  tundra  of  Attu  and  the  beaches  of 
Normandy,  earning  the  love  of  GIs  and  the  respect  of  Patton,  Marshall  and 
Eisenhower;  that  monument  to  American  inventiveness  that  the  famed  war 
correspondent  Ernie  Pyle  once  called  "a  divine  instrument  of  military 
loconotion ; " that  model  of  simplicity  and  functional  beauty  that  Enzo 
Ferrari  praised  as  the  "only  true  American  sports  car"  turned  50  on 
Septonber  23,  1990.  It  happened  at  Camp  Holabird  in  Baltimore,  MD,  at  PM  on 
September  23,  1940,  when  the  first  Jeep  prototype  was  delivered  to  the  U.S. 
Army.  It  was  built  frcm  scratch  in  only  49  days. 

Ernie  Pyle,  who  was  later  killed  by  a sniper's  bullet  while  using  a 
jeep  for  cover  in  1945,  wrote:  "I  don't  think  we  could  continue  the  war 
without  the  jeep.  It  does  everything.  It  goes  eve2rywhere.  It's  as 
faithful  as  a dog,  as  strong  as  a mule  and  as  agile  as  a goat.  All  the 
time,  it  carries  loads  twice  as  heavy  as  those  it  was  designed  for,  and  it 
keeps  going  just  the  same ..." 

Ihe  Jeep  really  belonged  to  the  Dogface.  It  was  GI  Joe's  pal,  the 
conmon  soldier's  trusted  friend.  It  became  a true  American  war  hero.  Thus, 
my  version  of  a souvenir  wooden  nickel  in  menory  of  this  great  machine.
